Clarksburg Today 


An ex plosion cau sed by a 
leaking gasoline storage tank 
sh attered a one-story frame ga­ 
rage owned by Cliff Martz in 
Clarksbu rg abou t 8 :15 Monday 
morning, cau sing an estimated 
damage of $3,000. 
Th e blast rocked th e entire 
town and windows in sev eral 
nearby dwellings were broken. 
Th e garage bu ilding was de­ 
stroy ed. 
Martz and Cassiu s Morgan, 
only ones in th e bu ilding at th e 
time and working in th e rear of 
th e garage, narrowly escaped 
death or seriou s inju ries from 
th e falling debris. 
Eigh t au tomobiles were in th e 
garage and two of th em were re­ 
ported badly damaged by th e 
falling roof. 
Sparks from an electric air 
pressu re motor were believ ed to 
h av e ignited an accu mu lation of 
fu mes in th e basement from th e 
seeping gasoline.
